five prizes frora tlie Spaniards, which were fent 
into Tangier; when one morning we were chaf- 
ed by a Maltefe galley, we tried to efcape, but 
fhe gained upon us, and her force was fo great, 
that all refiftance was in vain, the Moorifh cor- 
fair was taken and carried into Leghorn where I 
was releafed: and being foon recogaized by an 
Englith merchant there, with whom I had dealt 
when in bufinefs ; hearing my melancholy 
tale, he furnifhed ith every neceflary, and 
gave me the means of returning home. I had 
a good paflage and landed in Dublin about a 
month fince. 

On my arrival I haftened to Mr. Spencer, who 
was really overjoyed to fee me, as it were rifen 
from the dead. He aflured me that he had nev- 
er received any letter from me, and fhewed the 
letters from the captain’s wife which announced 
our fhipwreck and the certainty that I had pe- 
rithed. Hetold me that Mrs. Tyrrel having 
adminiftered to the will I had left in his hands, 
had taken my daughter to England; but he had 
not had any anfwer to feveral letters he had writ- 
ten to her and but feldom heard from my filer.

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HURSDAY arrtivéd, in 53 days from Brif- 
tol, the brig Columbia, Capt. Fitch, who

Peace expected 
foon——no other news of importance. 

Maeftricht furrendered the 4th November, af- 
ter a fiege which lafted from the z2d September. 
The Prince of Hefle Caflel commanded. The 
French forces were commanded by Gen. Kleber. 

Nimeguen was taken pofleflion of on the 8th 
Nov. ‘The evacuation was fo precipitate that 
all the artillery and cannon fell into the hands of 
the enemy. 

A gentleman of this city has received the fol- 
lov.«ig from a refpectable American houfe in 
London, dated the 24th November. 

«< Tt will give you pleafure to hear that the 
treaty of Amity, Navigation and commerce was 
finally concluded by Mr. Jay, onthe 1gth inf. 
the particulars have not tranfpired.” 


Lonoon, November 18. 

In the midit of our prefent embarrafiments it 
muft give great fatisfaétion to our commercial 
readers to be informed, that the differences be- 
tween this country and America are at length fi- 
nally adjufted. The following are the leading 
terms of the arrangement: 

The pofts which have been retained by the 
Britith fince the laft treaty of Peace, are to be 
reftored to the Americans in eighteen months. 

A commercial intercourfe is to take place be- 
tween America and the Britifh Weft-Indies, ata 
low duty on tonnage. 

And the important queftion whether neutral 
bottoms make free fhips is to be referred to com- 
miffioners, who are to make their report at the 
end of two years 

Nov. 25.—yYefterday arrived the mail from 
Holland ; and alfo a fervant from his royal high- 
nefs the Duke of York, with difpatches to go- 
vernment. He left the head-quarters at Arnheim 
on Friday laft. 

The news recétved yefterday is of very confi- 
derable importance. We learn that a truce has 
been figned between the Duke of York and the 
French General, commanding on the Waal, that 
their troops fhould not moleft each other; and in 
confequence of this agreement, both armies are 
preparing to go into winter quarters. ‘The Bri- 
tifh head-quarters remain at Arnheim; thofe of 
the Hereditary Prince of Orange, at Gorcum; 
and thofe of his brother, Prince Frederick, at 
Amerougem, a country feat of Count Athlone. 

The news from France is not lefs interetting ; 
and we find that the moderate party has juft ob- 
tained another victory over that of terror. The 
Convention has pafled a decree, permitting fuch 
emigrants as have not borne arms againf the Re- 
public, to return to their poffedions in France, 
and peaceably to re-afiume their former profef- 
_ fions. ‘This meafure is the moft ftriking proof 
»» we have yet had of the progrefs of inoderantifm 
in that country; and the advaricement of the 
French Revolution towards fome’ fort of regular 
§vernment.

Is has been my invariable obje& to promote 
and cherith the republican fyitem of government, 
as well from a fenfe of duty as froma full con- 
viétion that it is the only one calculated for the 
happinefs and dignity ef man—that I may have 
frequently erred in this purfuit I readily admit, 
and I fineerely with that my fucceflor, with in- 
tentions equally pure, and with the fame objeé 
in view, may be more fucceffful. 

I cannot ‘conclude without exprefling to you 
the warmeft emotions of a grateful heart for the 
repeated and fignal proofs of yeur confidence and 
affection, and for the efficient aid and fupport 
rendéred to my adminiftration, as well in the pe- 
rilous and gloomy fcenes of the revolution,- as in 
the aufpicious period of peace and rational prof- 
pertty.
